——HISTORIC CHURCHES OF THE SOUTH 


Vine Street 
Christian Chureh 


Nashville. 


Ti history of Vine Street Chris- 
tian Church is one of the most event- 
ful to be found in Southern religious 
annals. It was, at the outset, a Bap- 
tist church on Spring Street (now 
Church Street). The Spring Street 
body started in 1820 as the first Bap- 
tist congregation in Nashville, which 
then had a population of only 4,000. 
The church was described as a 
“large, well-arranged frame building, 
one of the finest houses of worship 
in the city,” and it cost every bit of 
$6,000. 

The thriving young Baptist church 
called to its pulpit Philip Fall, a 
youthful Englishman. Fall, whose 
ideas of religion didn’t exactly jibe 
with the traditional concepts of the 
church, soon converted his congre- 
gation to his own beliefs. 

The young minister later fell. un- 
der the spell of Alexander Camp- 
bell—generally conceded to be the 
real founder of the Disciples of 
Christ movement—and in 1827, a 
year after Fall became pastor of the 
church, Campbell visited Nashville. 
The force of Campbell’s preaching 
and Fall’s influence led the Spring 
Street congregation to withdraw 
from the Concord Baptist Associa-

tion. The following year it voted to 
reorganize “in full sympathy with 
the reform principles of Alexander 
Campbell,” and Philip Fall became 
popularly known as “the Father of 
the Christian Church in the South.” 

When the Spring Street congrega- 
tion voted itself away from the Bap- 
tist Church, only five members stuck 
to their original faith. For the time 
being, this almost ruined the Baptist 
movement in Nashville. But the five 
remaining Baptists, with a few new- 
comers, started another church 
which later became the First Baptist 
Church, now one of the city’s largest 
congregations, and today the Bap- 
tists make up one of the largest re- 
ligious groups in Nashville. 

Under Fall’s pastorship and Camp- 
bell’s influence, the Spring Street 
Church became one of the early 
storm centers of the whole Disciples 
movement. The building rang with 
violent debates, for these were the 
days when devout opponents met 
in scriptural combat and championed 
their interpretation of Divine will 
with hours of religious argument and 
oratorical pyrotechnics. 

Fall’s first ministry ended in 1831, 
when he left for 27 years of teaching 
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and other work in Kentucky. He 
returned in 1858 to serve as pastor 
until his retirement in 1876. 

During Fall’s 27-year absence 
from the Spring Street Church, the 
pulpit was occupied for a nine-year 
period (1847-1856) by Jesse Fergu- 
son, a dynamic young preacher 
whose popularity proved phenome- 
nal. He overflowed his church with 
every class of people from tramps 
and gamblers to society’s upper 
crust, somewhat to the dismay of 
the latter. Under his driving power 
a handsome new $30,000 building 
was erected on Cherry Street (now 
Fourth Avenue). 

Ferguson, however, developed a 
strong belief in spiritualism and in- 
dulged in seances, table-knocking, 
spirit-rapping and every sort of 
necromancy. He converted some of 
his congregation to his belief in mys- 
ticism and Alexander Campbell, 
alarmed by this turn of events, hur- 
ried back to Nashville to help 
straighten things out. In 1856 many 
members pulled out and returned to 
the original Spring Street building. 
A year later, the fine new Cherry 
Street structure burned to the 
ground, and the Ferguson faction 
died out. 

During the War Between the 
States, the Spring Street congrega- 
tion, with Mr. Fall as pastor, didn’t 
suffer quite as many indignities un- 
der Federal troop occupation as did 
the other Nashville churches. Most 
of the city’s pastors were impris- 
oned for their Confederate allegiance 
and their churches were closed. Fall, 
however, took refuge in his status as 
an English citizen and rather dared 
the Yankees to do anything about 
it, although his sons were fighting 
under the Confederate banner. His 
church remained open. 

The congregation remained at the 
Spring Street location until they 
moved to the present building on 
Seventh Avenue, which was then 
Vine Street. This building, known 
today as Vine Street Christian 
Church, was completed in 1889. In 
its 62 years at the present site, the 
church has had eight pastors. Two 
of the best loved ministers were its 
two most recent, Dr. Carey Morgan 
and Dr. Roger T. Nooe, whose com- 
bined ministries totaled nearly 40 
years. Dr. Nooe recently retired to 
be succeeded by Dr. G. Curtis Jones, 
one of the Disciples’ most popular 
ministers. 

The present church body has a 
membership of 1,500. It maintains a 
home for elderly women in Nash- 
ville, and supports a missionary and 
missionary nurse in India. It has also 
founded and helped to finance two 
branch churches in Nashville.

of the School Child

Is Your Child 
Afraid? 


ANYONE who has ever known 
what it is to be deathly afraid—and 
two World Wars and the current 
Korean action have filled this coun- 
try of ours with folks who have had 
that experience— 
knows what fear 
can do to the body 
as well as to the 
mind. The gone 
feeling in the pit 
of the stomach, the 
pallor of the face, 
the shivering of 
the body and the 
chattering of the teeth, all testify 
to the unpleasant bodily effects of 
fear. And modern psychology has 
made most of us familiar with the 
multitude of mental and emotional 
evils that spring from fear. So you 
can readily see why any series of 
articles dealing with the physical 
and mental health of the school child 
must deal with fear, its prevention 
and its cure. 

First, let’s look at some of the 
commonest of the fears from which 
children of school age suffer—how 
they arise, and what parents can do 
to prevent them. 

Among the commonest of these 
childhood fears, and the most deeply 
hidden and hence the hardest to de- 
tect and remove, are those that have 
their source in the mind of the 
youngster himself. Foremost among 
them are the morbid fears and 
anxieties of the child with a neuro- 
pathic background. Space will not 
permit us to go into the actual psy- 
choses which occur in children, but 
many of them can be traced to so- 
called “high-strung” parents and an 
undesirable family life. 

Self-inspired fears occur with sur- 
prising frequency in even the most 
normal and sensible youngsters. A 
dread of death or of illness, of ani- 
mals or people, of going to Hell, of 
not being loved, of suffering in com- 
parison with brighter or better-look- 
ing brothers or sisters—any of these 
can cause very real suffering. 

A second group of fears to which

the school child is especially suscepti- 
ble are those that arise from the 
tales told him by over-imaginative 
schoolmates or bullying older chil- 
dren. It is amazing what ridiculously 
tall tales a small boy will swallow 
when they are related to him by a 
bigger boy, and what gruesome fears 
can arise from bullying or threats 
of torture. A sensitive child some- 
times suffers in anticipation as well 
as in actual experience. The thought 
of tomorrow on the playground and 
what it may bring is a gloomy 
shadow that darkens the life of many 
a timid boy or girl. 

Most alert, sensible parents are on 
their guard against the tales of 
bogey men or night-prowling mon- 
sters told by ignorant nurses to 
frighten their troublesome charges 
into silence. But they are not always 
quite so quick to realize that “sit- 
ters” may be every bit as thought- 
less or conscienceless in their deal- 
ings with the older children some- 
times entrusted to their care. And 
even aunts, cousins and neighbors 
have been known to offend in this 
way when left alone with children. 

Another common cause of fear is 
the teacher whose disciplinary tech- 
nique involves gloomy warnings and 
threats of what she will do to dis- 
obedient pupils. 

Nor are doctors altogether guilt- 
less. This is especially true now that 
protective inoculations and other in- 
jections have become accepted pro- 
cedure. The doctor who is so busy 
that he cannot take the time to make 
such “shots” as nearly painless as 
possible runs the risk of inspiring 
fear that does the sensitive young- 
ster real harm. Even a complete 
physical examination can be fright- 
ening if it is conducted in an abrupt 
manner, with the young patient rig- 
idly immobilized by a_ white-uni- 
formed nurse or a reluctant parent. 
This sort of thing is usually unnec- 
essary and can be avoided by pa- 
tience and careful planning on the 
part of the physician. 

And what is to be said of murder 
mysteries, crime-busting thrillers 
and Western bar-room_ shootings 
dished out by movies, radio and tele- 
vision? The parents of the child who 
wakes shrieking with terror after 
an evening of such “entertainment” 
can draw their own conclusions as 
to the cause of their youngster’s 
troubled sleep. 

And while.we parents are search- 
ing for offenders, we should not 
overlook the undeniable fact that 
many a child suffers from fear of 
his own parents. Even worse than 
the dread of physical or corporal 
punishment parents may threaten

oo home of the John Lyonses was built several 
years ago when most people still clung to the notion that 
eating was a practice to be segregated, insofar as possi- 
ble, from all other household activities. If floor space did 
not permit a completely separate dining room, an alcove 
or “nook” enclosed by three walls was regarded as the 
next best thing. 

In the Lyons house, as in many another small home 
of its vintage, this idea took the form of an awkward 
jut off the living room, scarcely big enough to accom- 
modate a table and four chairs. Consequently, the family 
usually ate in the kitchen where they had comfortable 
elbow room, and when there were guests for dinner, the 
meal was served buffet-style in the living room. 

Today, architects solve this small-home problem by 
throwing all the available floor space into one large, 
open room for both living and dining. But for the 
Lyonses this solution was out, unless they wanted to 
undertake expensive architectural changes, so they de- 
cided on a redecorating scheme that would effect a 
visual merger of the living and dining areas. 

Fortunately, they already had continuous wall-to-wall 
carpeting in their favor, so they had to work only from 
the floor up. First they dispensed with the dining room 
furniture and placed their spinet piano in the free wall 
space between the two windows. The windows them- 
selves were given new draperies and cornice boards, 
identical with those in the living room proper. A fold- 
back louvered door replaced the old swinging door into 
the kitchen and, by taking up only half the space of its 
predecessor, made room near the piano for a comfortable 
“listener’s” chair with a pair of good-looking prints 
hung above it. A lamp table placed in front of the 
window at the point where the two areas merge, furthers 
the one-room effect. 

The result is a charming living room with an air of 
spaciousness that belies its actual square-footage, and 
the family now enjoys every inch of it. 

A brick terrace just back of the living room and con- 
venient to the kitchen was converted into a sunny porch- 
dining room. Since the wings of the house form a U at 
this point, only one new wall and a roof had te be added. 
The new wall is made up almost entirely of glass and 
affords a lovely view of the garden. 
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A terrace, convenient to both living room 
and kitchen, was enclosed to form an inde- 
pendent porch-dining room of ample size for 
both family meals and entertaining. The 
Lyonses kept the old brick-paved terrace 
floor, painted the existing brick walls and 
added a new window-wall which affords a 
delightful view of the garden. Metal fur- 
niture furthers the indoor-outdoor effect. 


The limited space between the side wall of 
the living room and the door into the hall 
(see sketch) now serves both a practical 
and a decorative purpose. Six shelves set 
flush with the wall hold books while cup- 
boards below provide storage space for back 
issues of magazines and seldom-used game 
equipment. The sectional chairs are easily 
moved aside to give access to the cupboards.

is the agony of the guilt complex 
that parents sometimes foster in 
their children. Parents who dare to 
tell their children that God doesn’t 
love them when they do this or that, 
are but sorry interpreters of the One 
who invited little children, all of 
them, to come to Him. Such preach- 
ments may plant fears that are far 
more damaging to a child than the 
little sins they are designed to pun- 
ish or prevent. 

A strange thing about these child- 
hood fears is that they are likely 
to go on, unsuspected by parents, 
for months or even years. Unfor- 
tunately, children are extremely re- 
luctant to confide their fears to their 
parents; it often takes the. utmost 
patience and skill on the part of a 
trained psychiatrist, social worker 
or physician to bring these blighting 
fears to light, much less remove 
them. But discovered and removed 
they must be, if the puzzling disor- 
ders of this age group are to be 
diagnosed and cured. 

But there is something far better, 
as well as easier, than diagnosis and 
cure, and that is preventing fears 
from springing up in the first place. 
That is the thing with which parents 
should be most concerned. 

One well-known children’s doctor 
has this message for parents, as well 
as for all others who deal with chil- 
dren: “First and foremost—and this 
cannot be repeated too often—the 
child needs warmth and affection. 
If he is confident that he is loved, 
he will have the security that keeps 
fears away.” Another says: “If your 
child develops a fear, try to reassure 
him. If he wants to talk about it, 
let him. Don’t argue. This is the 
time for comforting reminders that 
you love him very much and will 
always protect him.” The assurance 
that he means everything to his par- 
ents is a child’s best protection from 
fear. It is also the most effective 
cure for fear. 

Parents should always bear in 
mind the possibility of their child’s 
developing one or more of the fears 
we have been discussing, as well as 
any one of countless others. And 
they should be very careful not to 
subject the child to anything calcu- 
lated to inspire fear. But after all 
has been said and done, the greatest 
thing that parents can do to protect 
their child against fear is to give 
him an assurance of being wanted, 
loved and treasured, not for what he 
does, but for himself alone. And that 
is something that any parent can 
give his child.

are beginning to wear thin, or if you 
simply put a high value on comfort, 
consider electric bed covering. There 
are three types available. 


The electrie blanket looks 
like any other blanket except that 
it has a plug at one end and comes 
equipped with a control box and 
extra wiring. It is usually a blend of 
wool and rayon, with cotton added 
to give strength and take care of 
the rows of insulated wiring. The 
heat of the blanket is so gentle that 
it is hard to feel it with your hand, 
but sleep under the electric blanket 
one night and under an ordinary one 
the next and you'll recognize a big 
difference. The electric blanket is 
intended for use without any other 
blankets and, because good-quality 
electric blankets automatically ad- 
just to weather changes, you don’t 
have to worry about getting up in 
the middle of the night to pile on 
more cover if the weather takes a 
sudden turn for the worse. If the 
room gets colder, the blanket gets 
warmer, and vice versa. 

Electric blankets come in both sin- 
gle- and double-bed sizes. The 
double-bed blanket is available with 
either single or dual control. Dual 
control involves two sets of wiring, 
each controlled separately, and is a 
good buy for double-bed sharers who 
disagree on how much cover is 
enough. Incidentally, did you know 
that nine times out of ten, it’s the 
woman who wants more covering? 
It’s the woman, too, who is delighted 
to find electric bedding in a wide 
range of colors, including exciting 
decorator hues like camellia red, 
emerald green, twilight blue, star- 
light yellow and dawn gray.

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single or dual control and is intended 
for use between the top sheet and a 
blanket. This lightweight warmer 
works on the same principle as the 
electric blanket, maintaining the 
right amount of heat regardless of 
room temperature changes. It is less 
expensive than the electric blanket 
and may be a good buy if your 
closets are already stocked with 
blankets. Because it packs into a 
small space, it also appeals to the 
traveler who dreads cold nights 
away from home. But before you 
use an electric sheet in a strange 
place, check on the type of current 
available. Most electric bedding 
works only on AC. Electric sheets 
come in blue, pink and maize, as 
well as white. 


The electric sleeping pad 
is the latest addition to the electrical 
bedding family. Don’t confuse it 
with the heating pad, the small ap- 
pliance that is used for “spot” 
warming and has been on the market 
for a number of years. The sleeping 
pad is made in twin and double 
sizes and it is used under the bottom 
sheet. It can be left on the bed the 
year round—ready for use in case 
there’s an unexpected cold or damp 
night. Like the blanket and sheet, 
the electric sleeping pad can be con- 
trolled to provide varying degrees 
of warmth. It costs slightly more 
than the electric sheet, less than the 
blanket. 


Many years of research and ex- 
periment have gone into making 
electric bed covering safe and effi- 
cient. As long as the bedding has 
the approval of the Underwriters’ 
Laboratories, you needn’t worry. 
The UL sign means the bed covering 
has been tested for shock and fire 
hazards and found to be perfectly 
safe even when wet. All wires are 
fully encased, and every blanket 
or sheet or pad has a safety device 
which cuts off the current if any- 
thing goes wrong. Ask about this 
when you go shopping—the safety 
device may differ with the brand. 

Regardless of how safe and well- 
built the bedding is, good care will 
prolong its life and service. The 
most important rule is to follow the 
manufacturer’s instructions. They 
don’t tell you to keep children from 
jumping up and down on the elec- 
tric covering—this is only common 
sense. But they do tell you not to 
tuck any wired portion of the cover 
under the mattress. To guard against 
this, sheets and blankets have an 
unwired part at the bottom and 
sides as well as at the top. Another 
precaution: Don’t leave any gar- 
ments or objects such as hooks on

This 
can cause uneven heating. 

The control box, now streamlined 
and inconspicuous, may be designed 
to rest on a bedside table or to hook 
onto or hang from the side of the 
bed. In any case, it should never 
be covered with bedding, placed near 
a radiator, or at an open window, 
because this is the gadget that reacts 
to the heat or coldness of the room 
and determines whether the blanket 
heat should go up or down or re- 
main the same. 

As for cleaning electric bed cov- 
ering, manufacturers all agree that 
it should not be dry cleaned—the 
chemicals may damage the wiring. 
Electric bed covering can be washed, 
however, at home or by a commer- 
cial laundry. Reputable laundries 
have been instructed on washing 
electric bed covering and directions 
for washing it at home come with 
every purchase. Some manufac- 
turers recommend washing by hand; 
others say it is all right to use a 
washing machine, but if you do, be 
sure to follow the bedding manufac- 
turer’s instructions as to type of 
machine and washing time. And to 
keep from having to wash the bed 
covering so often, protect it with a 
turned-down sheet or cotton cover. 

It’s hard to say how much it costs 
to use an electric blanket, sheet or 
pad because electricity rates vary 
from state to state. It may be as 
little as 1%4 cent a night and it will 
certainly be no more than 4 cents a 
night. Whatever the cost, the pay- 
off in comfort is well worth it.

For the Southern 
BOOKS HELE 


I; YOUR fall and winter parties 
aren’t a resounding success, it won’t 
be the fault of the book publishers. 
Recognizing a mounting interest in 
table setting, flower arrangement 
and cooking as creative arts, they 
have come out with a long list of 
books on all three subjects. They 
are also offering a number of books 
on games and party planning which 
will be particularly helpful to those 
organizing parties for children or for 
church or club groups. 


The best of these books is Flowers 
and Table Settings, by Julia S. Ber- 
rall, Studio-Crowell, $5—and well 
worth-the price. It is a handsome 
volume, attractively bound, well 
printed on heavy, glossy paper and 
liberally illustrated by both black 
and white and full color photo- 
graphs, plus diagrams and sketches. 

It covers such points as the choice 
and coordination of china, glass, sil- 
ver, linen and accessories; the eti- 
quette of table setting and service; 
backgrounds and lighting; the care 
and arrangements of flowers; flower 
show tables; tables for special oc- 
casions, and tables for church and 
club meals. 

The discussion of basic principles 
is supplemented by plenty of practi- 
cal how-to-do-it information and by 
lists of materials suitable for various 
types of flower arrangements. In 
short, there is hardly a question of 
taste or style in table setting that 
is not answered somewhere in the 
pages of this volume. 


The Book of Table Arrangements, by 
Patricia Esterbrook Roberts, Crown, 
$2.75, is somewhat narrower in scope. 
Omitting etiquette and backgrounds, 
it is devoted to specific examples of 
table settings and centerpieces for 
various seasons, occasions and types 
of meals. Some of them carry nove'ty 
to fantastic lengths (there is, for ex- 
ample, one centerpiece which com- 
bines potatoes with strands of 
pearls), but among the 75 table set- 
tings presented in photographs and 
accompanying text you will find 
many that are practical, interesting 
and tasteful. 


The Joy of Flower Arranging, ed- 
ited by Helen Van Pelt Wilson, Bar- 
rows, $3.95, is a photographic collec- 
tion of 104 flower arrangements by 
twelve talented arrangers from as 
many states. Each arranger deals 
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with the materials available in her 
state in a given month. The South 
is ably represented by Eleanor 
Bordeaux Hill of Oklahoma, Emma 
Ormsby Griffith of North Carolina, 
Rachel Hadley Storey of West Vir- 
ginia and Marie Johnson Fort of 
Georgia. 

The text accompanying the full- 
page black-and-white photographs is 
brief and general, for the purpose of 
this volume is to inspire rather than 
to present specific instructions for 
making arrangements. 


The Party Sampler, by Edith M. 
Barber, Sterling, $1.50, is small in 
size (60 pages) but it’s full of ideas 
to simplify entertaining so that the 
hostess can really enjoy her own 
party. Menus, recipes and serving 
suggestions are given for children’s 
parties, cooperative dinners and 
church suppers, as well as for the 
more formal types of entertaining.

Parties ona Budget, by Louise Price 
Bell, Prentice-Hall, $2.95, just about 
covers the field of home entertain- 
ing and informal church and club 
get-togethers. The parties are simple 
and inexpensive, and many of them 
are built around a theme, such as 
Thanksgiving. Since the book is 
principally for the inexperienced 
hostess, plans are complete, from in- 
vitations to decorations, refresh- 
ments and games. 


The Party Game Book, by Margaret 
E. Mulac and Marian S. Holmes, 
Harper, $3.00, is virtually an encyclo- 
pedia of party activities, from scav- 
enger hunts to paper games. There 
are games suitable for parties of 
children or adults, for mixed groups 
of children and adults, for small 
family parties, for large groups at 
recreation centers, for indoor or out- 
door parties. Some parties are plan- 
ned in detail; others are merely sug- 
gested by a menu-like listing of ap- 
propriate activities. 


Buffet meals are enjoying great 
popularity in these days of informal, 
maidless entertaining, and The Buf- 
fet Cookbook, by Ruth L. Holberg, 
Crowell, $3.00, contains excellent 
recipes for easy-to-prepare foods 
which allow the hostess to spend 
most of her time with her guests in- 
stead of in the kitchen. The 100 
menus and 500 recipes are divided 
into four sections, by the seasons. 
The recipes are interesting, original 
and—for party foods—inexpensive.

Corn Chip Dressing 


5 slices white bread 

1a cups crushed corn chips 
1 cup whole cranberry sauce 
1 onion, chopped 

Va cup chicken stock 


V4 tsp. salt 

1 tsp. poultry seasoning 
1 egg, beaten 

2 tsp. baking powder 


Moisten bread in water; squeeze out. Mix with corn 
chips, cranberry sauce and onion. Stir in remaining in- 
gredients. Use to stuff turkey, or turn into greased 
baking pan or casserole and bake 45 minutes at 350° F.

A SHORT CUT 
TO BEATEN 
BISCUITS 


Bearen biscuits are favorites of 
long standing in the South, even 
though—when the traditional mallet 
or rolling pin method is used—the 
cook’s hands usually reach the “blis- 
tered” stage before the dough does. 
But with this new method, you can 
have beaten biscuits for holiday en- 
tertaining with much less time and 
effort. 


4 cups flour 
1 tsp. salt 
1 tsp. sugar 


V2 cup shortening 
1 cup milk (approx- 
imate) 


Sift together flour, salt and sugar; 
cut or rub in shortening. Add milk 
to make extremely stiff dough. Turn 
out on lightly floured board and 
knead thoroughly. Run the dough 
through coarse blade of food grinder 
five or six times, until it is blistered 
and smooth as satin; or, beat dough 
with mallet or rolling pin 45 minutes, 
or until it blisters (with this method, 
fold dough over during beating, 
keeping it in a ball). Roll out %4 
to % inch thick, cut with small 
biscuit cutter and prick top with 
fork. Bake in slow oven, 325° F., 
about 50 minutes, or until delicately 
tinged with brown. 


Making beaten biscuits is a snap when 
your food grinder does the “beating.” 
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Water Works... 


When you are broiling steaks or 
chops, pour a small amount of 
water—about a quarter of a cup 
—in the bottom of the broiler 
pan to keep the fat from burn- 
ing. The water catches all the 
good juices from the meat, so it 
makes an excellent sauce or 
gravy. Add a bit more water if 
needed.—Mrs. N. H. 


Cover-Up... 


Tack and nail holes in light- 
colored wallpaper can be cov- 
ered up nicely with a little dry 
cornstarch, Press a bit of it into 
the hole, then rub your fingers 
lightly over the surface to 
smooth it. The holes will not be 
noticeable.—Mrs. J. L. F 


Repotting Pointer . . . 


Before repotting your Saint- 
paulia (African violet), dip the 
edges of the clay pot, or any re- 
ceptacle in which you intend to 
replant it, in melted paraffin, 
Then, should the outer leaves 
touch the pot, they will not 
wither and die.—Mrs. D. H. 


Candle Tip... 


An easy way to start a fire in 
your fireplace is to use a candle 
stub, placing it so that the tallow 
drips over the kindling. One 
stub will often start a fire even 
though the kindling is damp.

P.: is a national favorite, but we South- 
erners seem to have a special fondness for it, 
and the reputation of many a Southern cook 
rests on her skill at making luscious fillings and 
light, flaky pastry. Chess Pie, Osgood Pie and 
Sweet Potato Pie are traditional favorites that 
fill the bill when you want a rich, filling 
dessert; Mocha Icebox Pie and Mallow Peach 
Pie are lighter sweets that make the perfect 
complement to a substantial meal. 


Sweet Potato Pie 
'4 tsp. nutmeg 3 tbsp. butter 
V4 tsp. allspice lo tsp. salt 
' cup boiling water 1 cup evaporated milk, 
144 cups mashed sweet potato undiluted 
V5 cup sugar 19-inch unbaked pastry 
2 eggs, beaten shell 


Mix spices with boiling water, then stir into mashed 
sweet potato. Add sugar, eggs, salt and butter; blend 
thoroughly. Stir in milk, then heat mixture over hot 
water about 5 minutes, stirring constantly. Pour into 
unbaked pastry shell and bake in hot oven, 425° F., 
until filling is set, about 20 minutes. Cool. Serve with:

All the foods, including a number of 
tempting meat dishes, can be eaten 
without using a knife, a point that 
will appeal to anyone who has ever 
tried to cut a piece of steak while 
balancing his plate on his lap. 


A book which “ends the legend 
of the lady who must greet her 
guests with apologies for toiling over 
a hot stove” is Cook It Ahead, by Eli- 
nore J. Marvel, Houghton Mifflin, 
$3.00. In addition to a wide selec- 
tion of recipes for appetizers, salads, 
soups, main dishes, vegetables and 
desserts which can be_ prepared 
hours—even days—ahead, there are 
sample menus for luncheons, din- 
ners and buffet suppers, plus full in- 
structions for beforehand prepara- 
tions. These are not “budget” recipes, 
though many are relatively inex- 
pensive; their chief saving is in last- 
minute fuss and bother. 


“Come for coffee and dessert” will 
be a doubly popular invitation if you 
make a specialty of one of the mouth- 
watering desserts described in Fa- 
vorite Torte and Cake Recipes, by 
Rose O. Harbaugh and Mary Adams, 
Simon and Schuster, $2.95. There are 
40 recipes for tortes, 89 for cakes, 101 
for frostings and fillings, and a com- 
plete section on decorating cakes. 
Gay little sketches by William Sayles 
decorate every page and make this 
one of the most charming cookbooks 
we have ever seen. 


When you are worn out with 
partying and ready to relax with a 
piece of good fiction, you’ll probably 
enjoy The Iron Mistress, by Paul I. 
Wellman, Doubleday, $3.50. Mr. 
Wellman is an able writer of factual 
books on the West who also has 
turned out several best-selling nov- 
els, among them “The Walls of 
Jericho” and “The Chain.” He has 
combined his skills in these two 
fields to produce a rousing historical 
novel based on the life of James 
Bowie, one of Texas’ most colorful 
heroes. And in committing to paper 
the story of this frontiersman, duel- 
ist, fortune-hunter and soldier, the 
author found himself in the unique 
position of having a subject whose 
real-life exploits were truly stranger 
than fiction. 

Mr. Wellman has evidently done a 
thorough research job, and his novel 
contains enough action for half a 
dozen books. He hasn’t completely 
whitewashed Bowie—who was guilty 
of slave trading and some question- 
able land deals—but all in all, the 
dashing Texan fares rather hand- 
somely at Wellman’s hands.

with Hotty

Or ALL the shrubs used in orna- 
mental plantings in the South, the 
hollies (Ilex) are perhaps the most 
important, for there is hardly a land- 
scape plan in which holly cannot be 
used effectively—and, in most situa- 
tions, they prove more satisfactory 
than almost any other type of mate- 
rial available. There are both de- 
ciduous and evergreen forms; there 
are low-growing forms for the shrub 
borders and foundation plantings, 
and medium-to-tall tree types for 
specimens, backgrounds and shade. 

All the Oriental hollies are ever- 
green. Of these, the Japanese (Cre- 
nata) is perhaps the dwarfest of the 
commonly planted species. It is 
available from Southern nurseries 
in three forms, Ilex crenata micro- 
phylla, Ilex crenata rotundifolia and 
Ilex crenata bullata. The fruits of 
the crenatas, unlike those of most 
other hollies, are black, and the 
leaves of all three forms are com- 
paratively small. 

All of the crenatas are slow-grow- 
ing and are well suited for founda- 
tion plantings and for year-round 
hedges. They do not resent clipping 
and shearing, and because they re- 
semble the old English boxwood, 
they are popular as a substitute for 
that plant in areas where boxwood 
does not thrive. 


Here, a

The Chinese hollies are among the 
handsomest of all our broad-leaved 
evergreens and in their early years 
they grow rather rapidly. The leaves 
are a very dark, glossy green. There 
are two forms of the Chinese holly, 
Ilex cornuta, the regular form, or 
type, and Ilex cornuta burfordi. The 
leaves of the regular form are some- 
what rectangular in shape and have 
a strong spine at each apex or point, 
but the leaves of burfordi are prac- 
tically spineless, carrying only one 
spine at the end of the leaf. 

The Chinese hollies are suitable 
for heavy foundation plantings, 
backgrounds and heavy shrub bor- 
ders; they will stand heavy pruning 
and make wonderful hedges. The 
exceptionally large fruits are bright 
red, and in winter the leaves seem 
to take on an even higher gloss and 
deeper color. The branches are un- 
surpassed for Christmas decorations. 

The English holly (Ilex aquifo- 
lium) looks a bit like our native 
American holly and is adapted to 
moist, shady locations. This is the 
holly that is grown commercially in 
the Northwest and shipped all over 
the country for Yuletide decorations. 

The large leaves of Ilex latifolia 
resemble those of English cherry 
laurel, but it is a much handsomer

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plant. The stems are green and the 
large leaves, six to seven inches 
long, give the plant something of a 
tropical appearance. The fruit is un- 
usually large and of a good red color. 
Left alone, it grows into a medium- 
size tree of great beauty. 

The native American holly (Ilex 
opaca) needs no introduction to 
Southern plant growers, but some 
home gardeners may not know that 
through selection (selecting the 
choicest trees for breeding purposes) 
and hybridizing (cross pollination) 
Southern nurserymen have devel- 
oped some choice new varieties of 
this magnificent American tree. Va- 
vieties East Palatka, Howard, Hume’s 
No. 1, Taber and Lake City are all 
fairly recent introductions. The 
leaves of East Palatka and Hume’s 
No. 1 are practically spineless, and 
both plants bear a profusion of fruit. 
Lake City has dark green leaves and 
orange-red fruit. All these new va- 
rieties are improvements over the 
woods-run natives. 

For rather trying locations, yau- 
pon (Ilex vomitoria) is a good choice. 
It is being used extensively in the 
Southwest for backgrounds, borders 
and hedges. It will take any amount 
of pruning, and is therefore good for 
either formal or informal hedges. 
Its bright red berries stand out like 
flames during the entire winter. At 
least one nursery is offering a dwarf 
form of yaupon which should be 
ideal for hedges. 

There are a number of deciduous 
hollies, the most important of which 
is the native Possum Haw (Ilex 
decidua). The fruit of this species is 
not large, but is very plentiful. In 
the late fall and all through the win- 
ter the leafless stems are covered 
with the countless red berries which 
add interest to any landscape. 

The Smooth Winterberry (Ilex 
laevigata), another deciduous form, 
rarely grows more than six feet high. 
The leaves, which are finely toothed, 
turn to a golden yellow in the fall, 
and the orange-red fruit hangs on 
the plants for many weeks. 

The Black Alder (Ilex verticillata) 
also loses its leaves in winter, and 
the fruit, while not very large, is a 
bright red that makes a spectacular 
showing after the leaves have fallen. 
It grows to a height of ten to twelve 
feet and looks best when planted in 
front of evergreens, where its color- 
ful fruit shows up to full advantage. 

Hollies are generally dioecious 
(that is, the male and female flowers 
are produced on different trees) and 
unless there is a male tree within a 
reasonable distance, the fruit crop 
may fall short, even in a planting 
of fruit-bearing female trees. In or- 
der to insure good pollination, plant 
several hollies of the same species, 
or include at least one known male 
plant in the group. The male trees 
bear no fruit, of course, but their 
presence is usually essential for 
proper pollination. 
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The Floribundas 


—aof all the roses, 


they are the most obliging 


I- YOU would have continuous 
color in your home planting from 
March to November, if you want 
deliciously fragrant blossoms that 
lend themselves to almost any kind 
of flower arrangement, or if you like 
neat, trim plants for landscaping, 
then by all means consider flori- 
bunda roses. They are magnificent 
for both bedding and cutting. 

In character of growth and bloom, 
the floribundas stand somewhere in 
between the small-flowered, cluster- 
type polyanthas and the large-flow- 
ered teas and hybrid teas. The plants 
are usually bushy and the flowers, 
which are much larger than those 
of the ordinary polyantha, are pro- 
duced in clusters. The profusion of 
bloom provides the mass of color 
that is especially desirable in a bed- 
ding plant. 

A well-established bed of flori- 
bundas can be depended on for al- 
most continuous bloom throughout 
the growing season, for just as soon 
as one cluster of flowers fades, there 
is another to take its place. And be- 
cause they are more bushy and com- 


pact than the average hybrid tea, 
the plants are pleasing even with- 
out bloom. 

Most of the floribundas are excep- 
tionally early-flowering (in the mid- 
South they begin to bloom in late 
March), and they are among the 
last flowers to be discouraged by 
the low temperatures of early win- 
ter. Many of them bloom even after 
light freezes. 

If these roses are unexcelled for 
bedding, they certainly are no less 
useful for cutting. Their interme- 
diate size and graceful, cluster 
formation make them suitable for 
many types of flower arrangements, 
and for corsage work there is hardly 
any flower that can equal them. 

These roses are being used very 
effectively to add color to perennial 
beds, shrub borders and foundation 
plantings. Just a few of the highly 
colored ones like Fashion, Donald 
Prior, Chatter, China Doll or World’s 
Fair will give life to a planting 
throughout eight or nine months of 
the year. The smaller types like

The culture of floribundas does 
not differ materially from that re- 
quired by other bush roses. When 
used for bedding, they are planted 
about 24 inches apart. They stop 
blooming when they stop growing, 
so, if you want continuous bloom, 
you must remove faded flower heads 
regularly and give the plants an 
occasional feeding. Water them gen- 
erously during dry weather. Pro- 
tect them against insects and dis- 
eases just as you do other roses. 

In any current popularity poll, 
Fashion would, no doubt, rank at or 
near the top of the list of floribundas.

It 
grows only about 18 inches in height 
and blooms in the greatest profusion, 
one plant sometimes showing more 
than 200 blooms. It is a bright, 
cheerful shade of China rose and 
the little flowers, one to two inches 
across, are double. 

When it won the John Cook Gold 
Medal for the best American seed- 
ling in three years, Goldilocks 
achieved world-wide recognition. 
One of the best of the yellows, it has 
perfectly formed, bright-yellow buds 
and looks like a miniature hybrid 
tea. The flowers, cupped in the early 
stages, are three or more inches 
across when fully open. 

Among the whites, Summer Snow 
is outstanding. The profusion of its 
bloom is truly remarkable. Planted 
alone, it creates an enchanting mass 
of white; combined with other roses 
it presents a pleasing contrast. 

An exciting and entirely new color 
in roses appears for the first time 
this fall. In the newcomer, Inde- 
pendence, we have a flaming scarlet, 
approaching a “firecracker red.” The 
flowers grow in clusters of six or 
more and open to four inches across. 
In all tests, it bloomed throughout 
the growing season and the blooms 
were untouched by the hottest sun. 
It is a vigorous grower. 

If you are looking for a real nov- 
elty, don’t pass up Masquerade, for 
it is definitely unique. Each large 
cluster of blooms shows individual 
flowers of yellow, lemon, pink and 
red.

Now is the time to plan for replace- 
ments of any trees and shrubs that 
have died. Consider what the size of 
the new trees will be when they ma- 
ture, and study the catalogs and en- 
eyclopedias before buying. Make 
sure the size and habit of growth of 
the plant is suitable for the spot 
where you plan to use it. 


Ir you are planting an asparagus 
bed, remember to plant six crowns 
for each member of the family. Make 
the bed in some _ out-of-the-way 
place because these plants don’t like 
to be disturbed. A mulch of half- 
rotted barnyard fertilizer is bene- 
ficial to an old bed. 


Miaxe sure that your evergreens 
are well supplied with water during 
the fall months. It will help them 
to withstand the sudden freezes that 
come in November or December 


Er THE caladium tubers are still out- 
side, bring them in right away. As 
a rule, the tops have almost died 
back by this time; if not, cut them 
off. Clean the tubers and dry them 
on wire for a few days. Then store 
them in coffee tins in a warm closet, 
using vermiculite, sand or peat moss 
as a packing medium.

FOR THE SOUTHEAST 


Garveners in the upper part of the 
Southeast can begin to plant roses, 
shrubs and trees after Thanksgiving;

Go ahead and prepare 
the ground and have it ready—don’t 
wait until the plants arrive. 


SweEET peas require very little at- 
tention after planting, and few an- 
nuals give lovelier color or more 
delightful fragrance. This is the 
month for planting the main crop. 
Dig a trench about a foot deep and 
qually wide; fill it two-thirds full 
of enriched soil (using some well- 
rotted manure if you have it), add 
an inch or two of unfertilized soil 
and then plant the seeds. Fill the 
trench in the process of cultivation. 


Whuen handling plants with balled 
earth about the roots, lift them by 
the ball and never by the trunk. 
If the ball of earth is cracked, many 
of the small roots will be lost. Do 
not attempt to remove the burlap 
from these plants when you plant 
them, as there is too much danger
